A residents of Grantham examine their 
eclectic and collective identities and work 
toward a vision of the community for the next 
millennium, it is appropriate to also look to the 
past. 

What was there about this valley and these 
hills that caused migrant colonists, one after 
another, to pause in their search, to build lives 
for themselves, and to count the generations to 
follow? ; 

Chartered first in 1761, and again (for sure) 
in 1767 when conditions of the Charter were 
being met, Grantham followed only the pre- 
sent Sullivan County Connecticut River hamlet 
of Charlestown in the settlers’ declaration of 
their intentions. 

It would be nine years before Grantham’s 
first official Town Meeting. The community 
was called upon to send soldiers to the 
Continental Army, funding for military stores, 
and beef. Two years later, those at home were 
paying town expenses with wheat. 

It was the first of many calls to arms. Town 
Meeting and taxes, too, became the way of life. 
The gathering of settlers on the hillsides and 
along the rushing Sugar River became families 
with roots, with a varied agrarian and com- 
mercial center, and with the organization to 
educate their young in reading, ciphers, and 
the skills by which they would one day take 
their places among others to continue the pat- 
terns marked by mutual need. 

There were mills, blacksmiths, sheep and 
produce farmers, lumber operations, mechan- 
ics, quilters, and stages and wagonloads stop- 
ping en route to and from Boston. 

Meeting houses and churches and school- 
houses evolved with the confidence found in 
community, and direction turned on the votes 
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and hard work of many, and on commitment 
toward common goals. 


o, what of Grantham today, heading into its 

229th year? Throughout the generations, 
the hills, lakes and streams gave pleasure to 
the eye, no doubt at once excited and calmed 
the beating heart, and provided a constancy 
known best by those who’ve lived among 
them. 

The stagecoach road marked the trail for 
today’s Interstate Route 89. Countless fast- 
moving faces on wheels never pause en route 
to see that many remain in the community 
stretching along either side, descended from 
those who first saw Grantham’s vision, and 
many more have come to build their lives here, 
also finding both reward and respite. 

Small businesses cluster, many work with 
the land, and those in need find response is 
quick, skilled and sincere. 

In 1995, Grantham residents embarked ona 
participatory process of identification, as did 
several nearby communities. The quest is lofty 
— an examination of resources toward defin- 
ing vision and growth, with input ranging the 
spectrum, filtered by experience. 


he news is good. Town Meeting continues 

to be where the action is, wheat has long 
since been set aside as the primary currency, 
there continue to be children eager to learn and 
adults with much to teach, and the mountains, 
streams, and lakes still catch one’s breath and 
recall humility to the heart. 

We could be anywhere in the time line 
stream. What follows is the formal Grantham 
account for 1995. Its undercurrent, remember, 
is freshened by many faces, voices, and hands.

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Excerpted from NH General Laws: 
91-A:2 Meetings Open to the Public. 


I. A “meeting” shall mean the convening of a quo- 
rum of the membership of a public body ... to dis- 
cuss or act upon a matter or matters over which the 
public body has supervision, control, jurisdiction 
or advisory power. “Meeting” shall not include: 

(a) Any chance meeting or a social meeting nei- 
ther planned nor intended for the purpose of dis- 
cussing matters relating to official business and at 
which no decisions are made; however, no such 
chance or social meeting sha]l be used to circum- 
vent the spirit of this chapter; 

(b) Strategy or negotiations with respect to col- 
lective bargaining; or 

(c) Consultation with legal counsel. 


I]. (Amended 1991) All public proceedings shall be 
open to the public, and all persons shall be permit- 
ted to attend any meetings of those bodies or agen- 
cies. Except for town meetings, school district 
meetings and elections, no vote while in open ses- 
sion may be taken by secret ballot. Any person shall 
be permitted to use recording devices, including, 
but not limited to, tape recorders, cameras and 
videotape equipment, at such meetings. Minutes of 
all such meetings, including names of members, 
persons appearing before the bodies or agencies, 
and a brief description of the subject matter dis- 
cussed and final decisions, shall be promptly 
recorded and open to public inspection within 144 
hours of the public meeting, except as provided in 
RSA 91-A:6, and shall be treated as permanent 
records of any body or agency, or any subordinate 
body thereof, without exception. Except in an 
emergency or when there is a meeting of a legisla- 
tive committee, a notice of the time and place of 
each such meeting, including a nonpublic session, 
shall be posted in 2 appropriate places or shall be 
printed in a newspaper of general circulation in the 
city or town at least 24 hours, excluding Sundays 
and legal holidays, prior to such meetings. An 
emergency shall mean a situation where immediate 
undelayed action is deemed to be imperative by the 
chairman or presiding officer of the body or agency 
who shall employ whatever means are available to 
inform the public that a meeting is to be held. The 
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minutes of the meeting shall clearly spell out the 
need for the emergency meeting. ... 


91-A:3 Nonpublic Sessions. (Amended 1991-93) 


I. (a) Bodies or agencies shall not meet in nonpub- 
lic session, except for one of the purposes set out in 
paragraph II. No session at which evidence, infor- 
mation or testimony in any form is received shall 
be closed to the public, except as provided in para- 
graph II. No body or agency may enter nonpublic 
session, except pursuant to a motion properly 
made and seconded. 

(b) Any motion to enter nonpublic session shall

state ... the specific exemption. The vote ... shall be 
made by roll call ... and shall require ... the majori- 
ty ... present. 

(c) All discussions held and decisions made 
during nonpublic session shall be confined to the 
matters set out in the motion. 


II. Only the following matters shall be considered 
or acted upon in nonpublic session: 

(a) The dismissal, promotion or compensation 
of any public employee or the disciplining of such 
employee, or the investigation of any charges 
against him, unless the employee affected (1) has a 
right to a meeting and (2) requests that the meeting 
be open, in which case the request shall be granted. 

(b) The hiring of any person as a public 
employee. 

(c) Matters which, if discussed in public, would 
likely affect adversely the reputation of any person, 
other than a member of the body or agency itself, 
unless such person requests an open meeting. 

(d) Consideration of the acquisition, sale or 
lease of real or personal property which, if dis- 
cussed in public, wouid likely benefit a party or 
parties whose interests are adverse to those of the 
general community. 

(e) Consideration or negotiation of pending 
claims or litigation which has been threatened in 
writing or filed against the body ... or against any 
member thereof because of his membership ... ,

until the claim or litigation has been fully ... settled. 

(f) Consideration of applications by the adult 
parole board ... 

(g) Consideration of security-related issues 
bearing on the immediate safety of security person- 
nel or inmates ... 

(h) Consideration of applications by the busi- 
ness finance authority where public session 
would cause harm to the applicant or would inhib- 
it full discussion of the application. 


III. Minutes of proceedings in nonpublic session 
shall be kept and the record of all actions shall be 
promptly made available for public inspection, 
except as provided in this section. Minutes and 
decisions reached in nonpublic session shall be 
publicly disclosed within 72 hours of the meeting, 
unless, by a recorded vote of two-thirds of the 
members present, it is determined that divulgence 
of the information likely would affect adversely the 
reputation of any person other than a member of 
the body or agency itself or render the proposed 
action ineffective. In the event of such circum- 
stances, information may be withheld until, in the 
opinion of a majority of members, the aforesaid cir- 
cumstances no longer apply. 


(Please refer to the more complete, updated or annotated 
laws as they pertain to your Right to Know as citizens, 
and to exemptions to public information. A copy is at the 
Town Office.) 
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ib 1995 we experienced a year of steady steerage 
quite unlike the events of 1994. 

We continue to make good progress in our quest 
for our landfill closure permit. We passed through 
Phase I with the help of our contracted engineers, 
Nobis Engineering, and, as we write, we hope the 
installation of four monitoring wells will be on line 
for the spring of 1996. Again, you will see that a 
small sum of money is requested in the budget for 
these professional services. 

We have been through seemingly endless legal 
wrangles within our Solid Waste District. However, 
there are some small lights at the end of the tunnel 
beginning to emerge and we continue to be 
impressed with the forthright management style 
that Casella has lent to the “Project”. Arbitration 
declared the “Project” to be the management mech- 
anism for both the New Hampshire and Vermont 
Districts. Wheelabrator has finally agreed to a new 
contract recognizing the Town’s recycling efforts —

all of which should provide for a lower tipping fee. 
As a board we extend our thanks to Ed Jenik for his 
efforts as Grantham’s Solid Waste representative. 
Ed is proving to be a quick learner in both the polit- 
ical and management arena of the NH/VT Solid 
Waste District. 

Apart from the District’s efforts to recognize the 
impact of recycling, we ask our Grantham residents 
to make every effort to recycle. Apart from keeping 
our tipping fees down, we are now being reim- 
bursed for our recyclables on the open market. Turn 
your garbage into money for the Town! A full recy- 
cling analysis is contained within the Solid Waste 
Report. 

We are making efforts in our offices by way of 
the computer system to bring us into a “windows” 
environment and to network the staff for greater 
efficiency. We are, also, changing software, and 
expect the office staff will be maximized to capacity 
in terms of workloads with the change-over; we ask 
for your patience and 
support in this area. 

Staff has also been 
involved with 
NYNEX this summer 
in ensuring that the 
information about the 
Town is correct for 
E9-1-1 purposes. 
Grantham residents 
will be receiving their 
street numbers in the 
spring. If you are 
uncertain as to what 
information is needed 
for E9-1-1 purposes, 
we suggest you con- 
tact either the Town 
Offices, Grantham 
Police Department, or 
Eastman Community 
Association Offices.

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become “user friendly,” the Selectmen's office will 
be open on Fridays, which we feel will accommo- 
date more residents’ needs. Formerly, we were 
open on Mondays. The Town Clerk/Tax Collector’s 
hours will remain the same so as to provide per- 
sonnel for your needs from Monday through 
Friday. 

We need to extend our thanks to the Eastman 
Luncheon Ladies for their monetary support of the 
Town's planting and beautification program and in 
particular to Sisti Torrey and Shirley Mission for 
their physical labors! 

The 1995 “Ice Out” Committee provided some 
much needed entertainment and we thank them for 
the fund-raising for the newly formed Grantham 
Community Crisis Fund. 

After 10 years of discussion, engineering, and 
financial planning, the Dunbar Hill project, also 
known as “Fred’s Knob”, became reality in 1995. 
Willey Construction was the responsible low bid- 
der, and we watched with some anxiety as the 
“Knob” was blasted to provide for a safer sight dis- 
tance along Dunbar Hill Road. We think most peo- 
ple will agree that the area is much improved both 
in terms of safety and ridability. 

The Townwide mapping project is nearly com- 
pleted, and we expect to hear from Cartographics 
Inc., anytime about holding public hearings so you 
may view the work and its accuracy to date. 

Ever mindful of the changing real estate market, 
we agreed as a board during the summer there are 
external market pressures which can no longer be 
ignored. Therefore, we must place before you, as 
voters, a request to re-value Grantham in order to 
be fair to everyone who owns property. This has 
crept up on your board faster than we would have 
financially liked, but market dictates have become 
urgent. Please support the Townwide re-valuation 
article at your Town Meeting. 

Perhaps one of the most significant events to 
occur in 1995 was the “Community Profile’. The 
gathering of minds and souls on behalf of your 
community was inspiring and fun, and we thank 
each and everyone of you for your input.

To the Board of Selectmen, 
Town of Grantham, New Hampshire: 


We have audited the general purpose financial 
statements of the Town of Grantham, New 
Hampshire, as of and for the year ended December 
31, 1994, and have issued our report thereon dated 
March 28, 1995. 

We conducted our audit in accordance with gen- 
erally accepted auditing standards. Those stan- 
dards require that we plan and perform the audit to 
obtain reasonable assurance about whether the gen- 
eral purpose financial statements are free of mater- 
ial misstatement. 

In planning and performing our audit of the 
general purpose financial statements of the Town of 
Grantham, New Hampshire, for the year ended 
December 31, 1994, we considered its internal con- 
trol structure in order to determine our auditing 
procedures for the purposes of expressing our opin- 
ion on the general purpose financial statements and 
not to provide assurance on the internal control 
structure. 

The management of the Town of Grantham, 
New Hampshire, is responsible for establishing and 
maintaining an internal control structure. In fulfill- 
ing this responsibility, estimates and judgments by 
management are required to assess the expected 
benefits and related costs of internal control struc- 
ture policies and procedures. The objectives of an 
internal control structure are to provide manage- 
ment with reasonable, but not absolute, assurance 
that assets are safeguarded against loss from unau- 
thorized use or disposition, and that transactions 
are executed in accordance with management's 
authorization and recorded properly to permit the 
preparation of financial statements in accordance 


with generally accepted accounting principles. 
Because of inherent limitations in any internal con- 
trol structure, errors or irregularities may neverthe- 
less occur and not be detected. Also, projection of 
any evaluation of the structure to future periods is 
subject to the risk that procedures may become 
inadequate because of changes in conditions or that 
the effectiveness of the design and operation of 
policies and procedures may deteriorate. 

For the purpose of this report, we have classified 
the significant internal control structure policies 
and procedures in the following categories: 
Budget; 
¢Cash and investments; 

e Revenue and receivables; 

eExpenditures for goods and services and accounts 
payable; 

¢Payroll and related liabilities. 

For all of the internal control structure cate- 
gories listed above, we obtained an understanding 
of the design of relevant policies and procedures 
and whether they have been placed in operation, 
and we assessed control risk. 

We noted certain matters involving the internal 
control structure and its operation that we consider 
to be reportable conditions under standards estab- 
lished by the American Institute of Certified Public 
Accountants. Reportable conditions involve mat- 
ters coming to our attention relating to significant 
deficiencies in the design or operation of the inter- 
nal control structure that, in our judgment, could 
adversely affect the entity’s ability to record, 
process, summarize, and report financial data con- 
sistent with the assertions of management in the 
general purpose financial statements. 


Accounting System — Overall Operation 


*Observation: The Town has a general ledger 
accounting system but does not actively use the bal- 
ance sheet accounts. Revenues are maintained on a 
cash basis but only approximately 15% of the 
Town’s total cash receipts were recorded on the sys- 
tem. 


*implication: Controls over the financial activities 
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of the Town are weakened. The Town may not be in 
compliance with the accounting requirements of 
State laws and regulations. 

¢Recommendation: We urge the Town officials to 
fully utilize the accounting system. 


A material weakness is a reportable condition in 
which the design and operation of one or more of 
the internal control structure elements does not 
reduce to a relatively low level the risk that errors 
or irregularities in amounts that would be material 
in relation to the general purpose financial state- 
ments being audited may occur and not be detected 
within a timely period by employees in the normal 
course of performing their assigned functions. 

Our consideration of the internal control struc- 
ture would not necessarily disclose all matters in 
the internal control structure that might be 
reportable conditions and, accordingly, would not 
necessarily disclose ail reportable conditions that 
are also considered to be material weaknesses as 
defined above. However, we do not believe the 
reportable condition described above constitutes a 
material weakness. 

We also noted other matters involving the inter- 
nal control structure and its operations that we 
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have reported to the management of the Town of 
Grantham, New Hampshire, in a separate letter 
dated March 28, 1995. 

This report is intended for the information of the 
Board of Selectmen. However, this report is a mat- 
ter of public record and its distribution is not limit- 
ed.

1. AMEND ARTICLE VII — FIRE PROTECTION 
SPRINKLER ORDINANCE TO REVISE AND SIM- 
PLIFY AND TO READ AS FOLLOWS: 


ARTICLE VIII — FIRE SPRINKLER ORDINANCE 


Purpose: 


The Town of Grantham recognizes the need to pre- 
serve life and the purposes to which a sprinkler sys- 
tem would be valuable in terms of life occupancy, 
height and location. 


The Grantham Planning Board, in conjunction with 
the Grantham Fire Department under Site Plan 
Review Regulations, shall review with applicants 
any requirements for fire protection in the form of 
an automatic sprinkler system (AFPS), with special 
consideration to be rendered to life occupancy, 
height of proposed building, and location issues. 
The following types of construction shall be consid- 
ered for an AFPS system. 

i. Multi-family residences; 

ii. Hotels, motels; 

iii. Bed & Breakfasts, lodging houses; 

iv. Any commercial enterprise over 35 feet in 
height that has obtained an approved 
variance from the Grantham Zoning Board 
of Adjustment; 

v. Any commercial enterprise that may be 
considered hazardous by way of an 
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explosive, flammable or toxic nature; 

vi. Additionally, two-family residences may 
be considered for an AFPS system in 
appropriate cases. 


Definitions: 


AFPS SYSTEM: Shall mean an automatic Fire 
Protection Sprinkler System meeting or exceeding 
the minimum requirements for design and installa- 
tion as outlined by the National Fire Protection 
Association. 


SINGLE FAMILY: For the purposes of this ordi- 
nance, a single residential building containing one 
(1) dwelling unit designed for occupancy by not 
more than one (1) family. : 


MULTI-FAMILY: A single residential building con- 
taining three or more dwelling units and designed 
for occupancy by three or more families. 


NEPA: National Fire Protection Association. 


Requirements: 


1. The need for an automatic fire protection sprin- 
Kler system shall be reviewed and determined by 
the Planning Board under Site Plan Review regula- 
tion using the above provisions with the assistance 
of the Grantham Fire Department. Emphasis for 
review purposes shall be weighted towards the 
preservation of human life. It shall be anticipated 
that Phase I of the Site Plan Review process shall 
meet the needs for determination purposes of the 
requirement for an AFPS systern. All waivers shall 
be recorded. 


2. All required AFPS systems shall be designed and 
installed by a fire protection sprinkler company or 
other qualified designer /installer acceptable to the 
Fire Chief/Board of Fire Engineers. 


3. The AFPS system constructed shall be designed 
and installed in accordance with either NFPA 13, 
NFPA 13D or'NFPA 13R. 


4. If an AFPS is deemed necessary under the Site 
Plan Review process, working plans for said sprin- 
kler system shall be submitted for Phase II of the 
Site Plan review Process following prior consulta- 
tion with the Fire Chief/Board of Fire Engineers as 
to specific needs. These plans should have the Fire 
Chief's/Board of Engineer’s approval prior to 
Phase II submission. It shall be the applicant’s 
responsibility to ensure that the qualified design- 
er/installer is present at such a meeting to qualify 
the type of sprinkler system required prior to sub- 
mission for Phase II. 


5. The AFPS installer shall test the completed sys- 
tem in accordance with the requirements for the 
type of system and shall furnish a completed con- 
tractor’s Material and Test Certificate to the 
Grantham Fire Department. 


The AFPS system installer shall provide the Fire 
Department with at least 72 hours notice of the date 
and time of the required system tests in order that 
the Fire Chief or Board of Fire Engineers may mon- 
itor such tests. 


In the event of conflict between the requirements of 
this ordinance and the requirement of any refer- 
enced publication or documents, the requirements 
of this ordinance shall take precedence. 


Rationale: The Planning Board’s amendment is the 
result of work as composed by the Sprinkler 
Review Ordinance Committee as charged by the 
Board of Selectmen. The Town has experienced dif- 
ficulty and contradictions in the administration of 
the ordinance as currently composed, and the 
above proposed amendment to the Ordinance is 
designed to make the Ordinance manageable and 
more workable, without losing sight of the need to 
protect human life. 


ARTICLE 4: “Are you in favor of the adoption of 
the following amendments to the existing 
Grantham Zoning Ordinance as proposed by the 
Planning Board?” 
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1. AMEND ARTICLE IV, GENERAL 
PROVISIONS SECTION D PARAGRAPH 1 
by inserting the following between the first and sec- 
ond sentences of Paragraph 1: 
“Lots which front on two highways, streets, or 
roadway rights of way (i.e. corner lots) shall be 
set back a minimum of thirty-five (35) feet from 
both such rights of way.” 


Rationale: The Planning Board recommends the 
inclusion of a setback definition for a corner lot to 
be inclusive of both road frontages. The setback 
required for both road froritages will ensure safe 
provision for road plowing purposes and safe posi- 
tioning for any building. The current language is 
ambiguous in the Zoning Ordinance, and may lead 
to confusion in the interpretation. 


2. AMEND ARTICLE X DEFINITIONS by adding 

the following sentence to the definition of Frontage: 
“Lots which front on two (2) such highways, 
streets or roadway rights of way (i.e. corner lots) 
shall be considered as having frontage on both 
such rights of way.” 


Rationale: The above amendment is simply to 
define corner lot frontage in reference to 
Amendment #1. 


3. AMEND ARTICLE X DEFINITIONS by adding 
“or Class VI road” following “or private right of 
way to the definition of Road or Street or 
Highway. 


Rationale: The above inclusion of Class VJ road will 
be required to conform to setback requirements as 
per the Grantham Zoning Ordinance. 


4. AMEND ARTICLE IV GENERAL 
PROVISIONS SECTION D PARAGRAPH 1 

by adding after the first sentence, “The setback 
requirements apply with respect to any road, pub- 
lic or private, Town maintained or Class VI.” 


Rationale: The inclusion of the above sentence sim- 
ply clarifies that setback requirements are applica- 


ble to all types of roads/rights of way and supports 
the first sentence which states what the setbacks are 
applicable to. 


5. AMEND ARTICLE Ii] ESTABLISHMENT OF 
DISTRICTS AND DISTRICT REGULATIONS 
SECTION B following the first paragraph by 
adding: 
“All proposed commercial use(s), and permitted 
Special Exception usage shall be subject to the 
Site Plan Review process conducted by the 
Planning Board. Any changes in the current 
use(s) of commercial property, and Special 
Exceptions shall, also, seek input-from the 
Planning Board for Site Plan Review purposes.” 


Rationale: The inclusion of the above simply clari- 
fies and alerts property owners as to when the 
Town of Grantharn would require the instigation of 
the Site Plan Review process. 


6. INSERT A NEW SECTION TO COVER THE 
SHORE LAND PROTECTION ACT: 


ARTICLE IVA 


1. AUTHORITY & PURPOSE: Pursuant to the 
Authority granted by RSA 674:16, this Ordinance is 
adopted by the Town of Grantham in order to pro- 
tect the public health, safety, and general welfare, 
and to conserve and protect water quality and 
aquatic and terrestrial habitat associated with lakes, 


ponds and rivers. 


Most of the land immediately adjacent to New 
Hampshire’s lakes, ponds and rivers is overlaid by 
soil types characterized by above average erosion 
and drainage hazards. These lands require conser- 
vation and land management practices which min- 
imize environmental and aesthetic degradation. 


2. SHORE LAND/RIVER OVERLAY DISTRICT 


BOUNDARIES: The Overlay District extends to a 
line two hundred and fifty feet (250) from the ordi- 
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nary high water mark. As per RSA 483-B:4 “Public 
Boundary Line” means: 


a. For natural fresh water bodies without artifi- 
cial impoundments, the natural mean high water 
level as determined by the division of water 
resources of the department. 


b. For artificially impounded fresh water bodies, 
the waterline at full pond as deterrnined by the ele- 
vation of the top of the impoundment structure. 


3. PERMITTED USES: The following uses are per- 
mitted provided they shall be conducted according 
to applicable provisions: 


a. Docks for boating or swimming, dams and 
bridges are permitted subject to required State per- 
mits and local zoning standards. Beach construc- 
tion and replenishment are also permitted subject 
to state permits and standards. 


b. Single family residences, and accessory uses 
provided that all buildings shal] be set back a min- 
imum of seventy-five (75) feet from norma! high 
water level and constructed in accordance with ero- 
sion control requirements of Section 6. Accessory 
structures such as storage sheds, gazebos, and 
boathouses, but excluding automobile garages may 
be located within the 75-foot setback as a Special 
Exception provided: 


i. the location and construction of the struc- 
ture is consistent with the intent of the ordi- 
nance to maintain a vegetated buffer; 


ii, the structure is usually customary and inci- 
dental to a legally authorized use located 
within the Shore Land/River Overlay. 


c. Subsurface sewage disposal facilities provid- 
ed that they shall be set back in accordance with 
State requirements, namely 125 feet where soils 
data indicates that the receiving soil downgradient 
of the leach field is a porous sand and gravel mate- 
rial with a percolation rate faster than two minutes 
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per inch; 100 feet where the soils map indicates the 
presence of soils with restrictive layers within 18 
inches of the natural soil surface; 75 feet where the 
soils map indicates the presence of all other types of 
soils. Adjacent to rivers, septic system leach fields 
shall be no less than 75 feet from the ordinary high 
water mark. 


d. Stairways and walkways with a maximum 
width of four (4) feet are permitted provided ade- 
quate soils erosion control measures are imple- 
mented as outlined in Section 6. 


4. GENERAL PROVISIONS: 


a. The traveled portion of a road shall be set 
back a minimum of 75 feet from the ordinary high 
water mark except for bridges, bridge approaches, 
and access ways for fire fighting equipment and 
boat launches. All new roads shall be constructed in 
accordance with an erosion and sediment control 
plan approved by the Grantham Planning Board as 
part of the final subdivision application and 
approval. 


b. Lots within the Shore Land/River Overlay 
District shall not be used as common areas for 
waterfront access or for the purpose of granting 
deeded rights or access to residents of multiple 
units and/or non-waterfront properties, regardless 
of the location of such properties, except as provid- 
ed herein and subject to Planning Board approval. 
For the purpose of this section, the term “common 
area” shall mean an area used by a group of three 
(3) or more unrelated persons or by an association, 
club or organization consisting of three (3) or more 
members. 


c. Rights to gain access to a water body by or 
through a shore land lot shall not be created or 
attached to any real estate. Waterfront access shall 
be gained only in accordance with the standards set 
forth below and subject to Planning Board 
approval. 
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Pro BCIFIC PROVISIONS FOR RESIDENTIAL 


DEVELOPMENT WITH WATERFRONT ACCESS: 


All residential development with shore frontage or 
rights of access to shore frontage shall meet the fol- 
lowing minimum requirements: 


a. Each dwelling unit with direct water access 
and whose shore frontage is part of the lot dimen- 
sion shall have a minimum shore frontage of two 
hundred (200) feet. 


b. Lots within the Shore Land Overlay District 
used as common waterfront areas for the” purpose 
of waterfront access shall meet the following crite- 
ria: 


i. The shore front common area shall contain 
a minimum of two (2) acres. 


ii, The shore front common area shall have a 
minimum of two hundred feet of shore 
frontage for the first dwelling unit or mem- 
ber having a right of use, and an additional 
ten (10) feet of shore frontage for each 
dweiling unit or member. 

iii. No building shall be permitted other than 
toilet and changing facilities. Toilet facili- 
ties, approved by the NH Water Supply 
and Pollution Control] Division of the Dept. 
of Environmental Services shali be provid- 
ed. 


i 
< 


. No more than twenty-five percent (25%) of 
the total shore frontage may be dedicated 
to docks or other structures designed to 
accommodate boating. Ali docks require a 
permit from the New Hampshire Wetlands 
Board. Applications for dock permits shall 
be reviewed by the Conservation 
Commission. In making its recommenda- 
tions to the Wetlands Board and Planning 
Board, the Conservation Commission shall 
consider the size and depth of the water 
area, the total shore frontage proposed for 


ete 
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the common area, boat traffic already exist- 
ing in the area, impact on neighboring 
property owners, protection of water qual- 
ity, wildlife habitat, and public safety. 

v. Unless waived by the Planning Board, fol- 
lowing a public hearing, one off-street 
parking space shall be provided for each 
dwelling unit situated more than 1/4 mile 
from the shore front common area. Parking 
areas shall be set back a minimum of 75 feet 
from normal high water. A buffer of natur- 
al vegetation shall be maintained between 
the beach and/or docking area and the 
parking area to screen the parking area 
from the lake and to enhance erosion con- 
trol. The buffer may include facilities per- 
mitted within the shore front area. 


c. Any use of the common area or area of access 
for business or commercial purposes shall be sub- 
ject to the provisions of Special Exception. 


6. EROSION CONTROL: 


a. Construction: Erosion and sedimentation con- 
trol plans shall be required for all construction, fill- 
ing, grading, dredging and other activities requir- 
ing land disturbance within the first 75 feet of the 
normal high water level within the Shore Land 
Overlay District. 


b. Erosion and sedimentation control plans shall 
be required for construction, filling, grading, dredg- 
ing, and other activities disturbing an area of more 
than 2,500 sq. ft. which is located beyond the first 75 
feet from normal high water within the Shore Land 
Overlay District. 


c. Erosion and sedimentation control plans shall 
describe the nature and purpose of the land dis- 
turbing activity; the amount of grading involved; 
and a description of the soils, topography, vegeta- 
tion, and drainage. For minor land disturbances 
such as utility line or stairway construction, the 
Board of Selectmen shall review and decide to 
approve or deny all plans before issuing a building

permit, and may require the applicant to post a 
bond or other security to assure conformance with 
approved plans. The security shall not be released 
until the Board of Selectmen has certified comple- 
tion of the required improvements in accordance 
with the plan. The Board of Selectmen shall request 
the Conservation Commission to review the plan 
and make recommendations. 


d. All construction and/or development activi- 
ties shall incorporate design standards for erosion 
and sedimentation control which at a minimum 
reflect the recommendations of the publication 
Stormwater Management and Erosion and Sediment 
Control Handbook for Urban and Developing Areas in 
New Hampshire prepared for the Department of 
Environmental Services by the Rockingham 
County Conservation District, in cooperation with 
the USDA Soil Conservation Service, August 1992. 


7. WOODLAND BUFFER: The preservation of nat- 
ural vegetation on the shore land is important for 
the protection of the water quality of the lakes and 
ponds, the preservation of the aesthetic quality of 
the shore land, and control of erosion. A Cutting 
Plan with removal of natural vegetation shall be 
submitted to the Grantham Conservation 
Commission in order to provide review and recom- 
mendation and to ensure compliance to the follow- 
ing standards: 


i. Where existing, a natural woodland buffer 
shall be maintained within 150 feet of ordi- 
nary high water mark. The purpose of this 
buffer shall be to protect the quality of pub- 
lic waters by minimizing erosion, prevent- 
ing siltation and turbidity, stabilizing soils, 
preventing excess nutrients and chemical 
pollution, maintaining natural water tem- 
peratures, maintaining a healthy tree 
canopy and understory, preserving fish, 
bird, and wildlife habitat, and respecting 
the overall condition of the protected shore 
land. These standards do not apply to 
forestry involving water supply reservoir 
watershed management or agriculture con- 


ducted in accordance with best manage- 
ment practices. 


ii. Within the natural woodland buffer of the 
protected shore land under conditions 
defined in RSA 483-B:9,V the following 
shall apply. 


iii. Not more than a maximum of 50 percent of 
the basal area of trees and a maximum of 50 
percent of the total number of saplings 
shall be removed for any purpose in a 20 
year period. A healthy, well-distributed 
stand of trees, saplings, shrubs and ground 
covers and their living, undamaged root 
systems shall be left in place. Replacement 
planting with native or naturalized species 
may be permitted to maintain the 50 per- 
cent level. 


iv. Trees, saplings, shrubs and ground covers 
which are removed to clear an opening for 
building construction, accessory structures, 
septic systems, roadways, pathways, and 
parking areas shall be excluded when com- 
puting the percentage limitations under 
section 6.b. iii. 


v. Dead, diseased, unsafe, noxious or fallen 
trees, saplings, shrubs or ground cover may 
be removed. Their removal shall not be 
used in computing the percentage limita- 
tions under section 6.b.1ii. 


vi. Stumps and their root systems which are 
located within 50 feet of the high water 
mark shall be left intact in the ground. 


8. GRASS LAWNS: Existing grass lawns and open 
areas with either bare ground or weed cover within 
50 feet of normal high water are encouraged to be 
converted and replanted with a natural vegetative 
cover consisting of indigenous species of ground 
cover, shrubs, and trees. When necessary due to 
steep topography, retaining walls may be permitted 
to be installed as part of an overall plan to revege- 
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tate the buffer strip. New terraces formed by the 
retaining walls within 50 feet of normal high water 
must be replanted with natural vegetation consist- 
ing of indigenous species of bushes, shrubs, and 
trees. These terraces may not be used to create new 
grass lawns, or to create more impervious surfaces 
such as stone patios and decks. Construction of 
retaining walls within 50 feet of normai high water 
which would require the removal of existing natur- 
al vegetative cover is not permitted unless it can be 
demonstrated through an erosion and sediment 
control plan that such retaining wall construction is 
essential for erosion control purposes. Construction 
of new lawns within 50 feet of normal high water is 
not permitted. 


9. NON-CONFORMING LOTS OF RECORD, 
STRUCTURES, & USES: 


Non-conforming Lots of Record: It is recognized 
that here may exist non-conforming lots of record 
within the Shore Land/River Overlay District 
which may be difficult or impossible to develop 
based on the above standards. A Landowner of a 
non-conforming lot of record who is unable to com- 
ply with the standards as outlined in the Overlay 
Ordinance may apply to the Zoning Board of 
Adjustment for relief from these standards. The 
applicant must demonstrate to the satisfaction of 
the Zoning Board of Adjustment that: 


i. The land for development of the non-con- 
forming lot complies with the standards as 
outlined in Article IVA to the maximum 
extent feasible; 


ii. The plan for development of the non-con- 
forming lot complies with the dimensional 
controls for setbacks and building height of 
the underlying zoning district, and with all 
other provisions of the Grantham Zoning 
Ordinance. 


Non-conforming Structures: Existing non-con- 
forming structures which do not comply with the 
dimensional requirements of this ordinance may 


remain in use. No change in such a structure is per- 
mitted which would result in increasing the non- 
conformity, in other words, a non-conforming 
structure which encroaches on a required setback, 
side or rear may not encroach further into that 
required area as part of any construction activity. 
The only exception to extend property toward the 
ordinary high water mark would be the encroach- 
ment of a 12-foot open deck or porch (unheated). 


Non-conforming Uses: Existing uses which are 
non-conforming under this ordinance may contin- 
ue until the use ceases to be active or is discontin- 
ued for a period of one year. An existing non-con- 
forming use may not be changed to another non- 
conforming use, existing non-conforming uses shall 
be required to meet the shore land natural bufter, 
drainage, and related water quality protection 
requirements of this ordinance to the maximum 
extent possible. 


10. LAND CLEARING FOR AGRICULTURAL 
PURPOSES: All agricultural activities and opera- 
tions in the state as defined in RSA 21:34-a and as 
governed by RSA 430, including the use of animal 
manure, lime, wood ash, irrigation and the clearing 
of land for agricultural utilization and other agri- 
cultural technologies, shall be exempt from the pro- 
visions of this ordinance, provided such activities 
and operations are in the best management prac- 
tices determined by the US Dept. of Agriculture Soil 
Conservation Service, the US Dept. of Agriculture 
Cooperative Extension Service and the Dept. of 
Agriculture. Persons carrying out such agricultural 
activities and operations in the protected shore land 
shall work directly with the local representatives of 
the above agencies for their particular property. 


Rationale: The Shore land Protection Act as passed 
by the State of New Hampshire provides for stan- 
dards that are minimums. The adoption of the 
above ordinance will provide standards that are 
currently applicable within Grantham’s Zoning 
Ordinance, and provides for environmentally 
sound planning and protection of the water 
resources of the Town, together with erosion con-

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trol and timber management within the Shore 
Land/River Overlay District. 


7. AMEND ARTICLE X DEFINITIONS by adding 
the following definitions alphabetically to the exist- 
ing Article to define terms used in the proposed 
Shore land Ordinance: 


Ground Cover: Any herbaceous or woody vege- 
tation which normally grows to a mature height of 
four (4) feet. 


Ordinary High Water Mark: The line on the 
Shore, running parallel to the main stem of the 
river, established by the fluctuations of water and 
indicated by physical characteristics such as a clear, 
natural line impressed on the immediate bank, 
shelving, changes in the character of soil, destruc- 
tion of terrestrial vegetation, the presence of litter 
and debris, or other appropriate means that consid- 
er the characteristics of the surrounding areas. 
Where the ordinary high water mark is not easily 
discernable, the ordinary high water mark may be 
determined by the Department of Environmental! 
Services. 


Natural Wood Buffer: A forested area consisting 
of various species of trees, saplings, shrubs and 
ground covers in any combination and at any stage 
of growth. 


Protected Shore Land: Natural fresh water bod- 
ies without artificial impoundments, for artificially 
impounded fresh water bodies and rivers, all Jand 
located within 250 feet of the natural high water 
mark of public waters. 


Public Waters: “Public Water” shall include: 


a. all fresh water bodies listed in the official 


list of public water published by the 
department pursuant to RSA 271:20 II 
whether they are great ponds or artificial 
impoundments; 

b. rivers, meaning all year round flowing 
waters of fourth order or higher, as shown 


on the current version of the US geological 
Survey 7.5’ topographic maps. 


Sapling: Any woody plant which normally 
grows to a mature height greater than 20 feet and 
has a diameter less than 6 inches at a point 4.5 feet 
above the ground.

he year 1995 represented many changes within 

the demographics of Grantham, we are grow- 
ing! Although the number of calls for service have 
remained relatively the same over 1994, our growth 
has demanded an increase in the need for 
education, visibility of officers, public 
assistance, and administration. 


n response to some of these needs, and 
in an effort to continue developing a 
positive relationship with the youth of 
our community, the department has main- 

tained its responsibility in providing the pro- 
grams established over the past years, as well as 
addressing ideas for new programs. 

Each year, with the outstanding support of par- 
ents, community members, businesses, and school 
staff, we are involved in teaching our youth about 
Halloween safety, the need for bicycle helmets, 
drug awareness, use of seat belts, and how to deal 
with strangers. 

The new 911 emergency call system came on line 
this year in New Hampshire. This topic was high- 
lighted, along with many other specifics and situa- 
tions that babysitters may encounter, within the 
babysitting course offered through the school this 
year. 

Perhaps the favorite amongst our youngsters is 
the bicycle safety rodeo 
and obstacle course put 
on in the springtime, 
which includes bicycle 
inspection and registra- 
tion. 

Regular involvement with the kids has pro- 
duced a friendly and open demeanor. And this year, 
I was honored by the students of our school who 
participated in the puppet production. They wrote 
and performed a skit portraying Chief Lary as a 
main character. 

Education at the Pre-school level continues 
through the Dunbar Free Library and the Buckle 
Bear seat belt program. Through this program, and 
because I have been invited to read at story time on 
several occasions, we are introducing an “officer 
friendly” atmosphere at a very young age, which 
can only yield positive results.

| A ction-packed” describes 1995 for your 

Road Agent! A section of Dunbar Hill 

Road, also known as “Fred’s Knob”, was 
improved for travel when approximately nine feet 
of ledge was blown off and the road widened and 
straightened. This project was many years in the 
making, and on a personal note, am pleased with 
the results. 

I would like to thank Rickey Hastings for 
designing the plans, and Wilfred Hastings for help- 
ing oversee the project. His technical expertise was 
greatly appreciated. 

Also in 1995, Howe Hill was repaved, and 


Bouldervale Road was reclaimed, gravel added, 
culverts changed and the whole area repaved. It 
was an interesting project to be involved with. 

New Aldrich Road, Pillsbury Road, and Dunbar 
Hill Road were ditched and a good amount of grav- 
el was placed on New Aldrich. The bridge in Olde 
Farms received some much needed renovation by 
the way of placement of concrete blocks on the 
headers, and new guard rails. Several culverts were 
replaced, and relaxed together with the required 
ditch work, and regraveling. 

I hired a subcontractor to cut back the brush and 
trees along the narrow section of Dunbar Hill Road 
abutting King Blossom Orchards. 
Hopefully, the additional daylight 
and widening for drainage purposes 
will keep the road somewhat drier. 
Brush was also cut on Miller Pond 
Road — school buses should be able 
to pass without thinking they are in 
some Borneo jungle! 

The Little League Baseball Field 
was relocated at the school, together 
with site clean-up for the fire access 
road to the school. We also changed a 
culvert so as to take more drainage 
away from the Tennis Courts.

he Grantham Conservation Commission had a

Whittaker to prepare a Shoreline Protection 
Regulation as requested by the Planning Board. 
Conservation Mix Grass Seed was purchased for 
areas in the Town Forest as recommended by Ellen

eTime was spent with Brooks McCandlish, 
Forester, to continue working on the Town Forest 
Management Plan.

changes to the Grantham subdivision regula- 
tions, most of which were minor in nature and rep- 
resented adjustments to reflect existing or new state 
legislation.

All of the foregoing changes and/or recommen- 
dations followed Public Hearings held by the 
Planning Board. 

We conducted four Conceptual Reviews, 
approved approximately 25 Annexations (mostly in 
Eastman) and approved two Minor Subdivisions. 
Public hearings were held, of course, as New 
Hampshire Law mandates. 

We dispatched one of our members to the New 
Hampshire Office of State Planning & Zoning 
Conference in Concord last summer and two of our 
folks attended a New Hampshire Municipal 
Association Law Lecture in Lebanon last fall. We 
always benefit from such participation and train- 
ing. 

During the year, we accepted with regret the res- 
ignations of Alternate Fred Mercer, and our 
Secretary of seven years, Margo Cathie. With fur- 
ther regret, we accepted the decisions of Alternate 
Shirley Curtis and Member Marci Levine- 
Holdowski not to run for re-election in 1996. We 
thank them all for their enormous dedication and 
many contributions to our Town. 

Happily, alternate Tammi Wilson is on this 
year’s ballot as a candidate for Member, Hank 
Robinson has joined us as an Alternate, we were 
fortunate to find Michele Rosa as an excellent 
replacement for Margo as our Secretary, and we are 
most gratified that there appear to be two out- 
standing Grantham citizens who may be serving 
our Board as Alternates in the near future.

MAINTAINING YOUR SEPTIC SYSTEM 
A Guide for Homeowners 


We have taken the liberty of listing below some 
helpful hints and tips with regard to the care and 
maintenance of your septic system. These tips are 
taken from the newsletter called “Pipeline” which 
is produced by West Virginia University. 


Use water wisely 

eTry to avoid letting water run while washing 
hands and brushing teeth. 
¢ Avoid taking long showers, and install water-sav- 
ing features in faucets and shower heads. 
¢ Avoid overtaxing your system by using a lot of 
water in a short time period, or allowing too much 
outside water to reach the drainfield. Try to space 
out activities requiring heavy water use, like laun- 
dry, over several days. 
¢ Also, divert roof drains, surface water, and sump 
pumps away from drainfields. 

Know what not to flush 
¢ As a general rule of thumb, do not dispose of any- 


thing in your septic system that can as easily be put 
in the trash or be recycled. Remember, your system 
is not designed to be a garbage disposal. Solids 
build up in the septic tank and eventually need to 
be pumped out. 
¢In the kitchen, avoid washing food scrapes, coffee 
grinds, and any other food items down the drain. 
Grease and cooking oils contribute to the layer of 
scum in the tank. 
Garbage disposals can increase the amount of 
solids in the tank up to 50%, and are not recom- 
mended for use with septic systems. 
eThe same common sense approach used in the 
kitchen should also be employed in the bathroom. 
DON'T use the toilet to dispose of plastics, paper 
towels, tampons, disposable diapers, condoms, 
kitty liter, etc. 
Avoid Hazardous Chemicals 
ePaints, varnishes, thinners, waste oils, photo- 
graphic solutions, pesticides, and other organic 
chemicals can destroy helpful bacteria. These chem- 
icals also pollute the groundwater. 
Household Cleaners such as bleach, disinfectants, 
and drain and toilet bowl cleaners should be used 
in moderation. 
Pump your tank regularly 
¢ Pumping your septic system is probably the single 
most important thing you can do to protect it. 
Inspect your System Annually 
eInspecting your system annually is a good way to 
monitor your system’s health. 
Protect your System 
¢Do not plant anything but grass near your septic 
system. 
*Do not allow anything or anyone to drive or oper- 
ate heavy machinery over any part of the system. 
*Do not build anything over the drainfield. 
¢Finally, keep a record of all maintenance and 
repairs of your system and a map of the location of 
the septic tank and field. 


Really, these are all fairly simple rules that will 
save you heartache and money.

Please remember, unless there is snow on the 
ground, you must have a permit to burn, even if it 
is raining. To obtain a permit, please contact Fire 
Warden Ken Barton or Chief Michael Traegde. 

This year we have purchased a carbon monox- 
ide detector which allows us to test for toxic levels 
of this gas. As more people install home carbon 
monoxide units, we will be able to investigate these 
alarms without the costly need to call mutual aid. 

We had a great year as far as new membership is 
concerned, taking on new members and running a 
State certified Firefighter Level 1 course. Our mem- 
bership now stands at 33.

n calender year 1995, our 

three leading causes of 
fires were: 

e Children; 

e¢ Non-permit Fires not 
properly extinguished; and 

¢ Smoking Materials. 


Violations of RSA 224:27 II, the Fire Permit Law 
and the other Burning Laws of the State of New 
Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable by fines 
of up to $2,000 and/or a year in jail. Violators are 
also liable for all fire suppression costs. 


To aid your Forest Warden, Fire Department and 
State Forest Fire Officials, contact your local 
Warden or Fire Department to find out if a permit is 
required. This also helps to prevent unnecessary 
response to a controlled burn. 


Local communities and the State share the cost 
of suppression on a 50/50 basis. The State of New 
Hampshire operates 15 fire 
towers, 2 mobile patrols, 
and 3 contract aircraft 
patrols.

s your enter the Town Clerk’s Office, on your 

left you can find the Grantham Archives 
Room. In 1995, metal shelves were installed and a 
file cabinet put into place in order to hold and con- 
tain acid free cartons, folders and mylar envelopes 
to store Grantham historical material. 

We now have among our archives, annual Town 
Reports that date back as early as 1852 and 1853. 
These are in the form of school reports. We are still 
looking for copies of annual reports from the 1850s, 
1860s and early 1870s. The earliest Grantham 
school registers are 1815 and April 30, 1821-1862. If 
anyone can add to the archives in these two areas, 
we would appreciate it. A small fund has been bud- 
geted to provide materials to properly preserve all 
historical materials collected. 

The purpose of the Archives Room is to main- 
tain documents pertinent to the growth and history 
of the Town of Grantham. Any material: papers, 
documents, photos, postcards, vital records of fam- 
ilies, organizations or businesses, are carefully 
recorded and preserved for the public. Allen 
Walker and Lea Frey are working toward the 
preservation of the History of Grantham. 

Every Wednesday from 9 a.m. to 12 noon the 
Archives Room is open to the public and both Lea 
and Allen are available to answer questions or 
accept donations to the Archives Room. They are 
also looking for any material or memorabilia held 
by organizations or families or individuals that 
might add to the history of Grantham. Remember 
too, today’s records are tomorrow’s history.

Lea attended an Archives 
Workshop to aid her in the setting up and main- 
taining of our Archives Room. 

An Archives Mission Statement was written, 
voted on, and accepted by the members in January 


1995. An Archives Committee was formed to over- 
see the donation and acquisition of any historical 
documents. Family memorabilia, artifacts, etc., 
made to or by the Historical Society. We have 
received numerous items such as photographs, 
slides, family documents and some artifacts. We are 
always eager to receive more. 

Jean Simon, as a member of the GHS and the 
Eastman 25th Anniversary Committee, has been 
conducting interviews to compile an oral history of 
the history of Eastman. This research will be very 
important to our updated edition, as Eastman has 
played a vital role on the growth and changes with- 
in the Town. 

Lucy Wells attended a working meeting to talk 
with us about the design of a Grantham Town Seal. 
We discussed what we hoped the seal would reflect 
about Grantham’s people, industry, and history. 
Currently the project is still on the “drawing 
board”. 

Conrad Frey, Treasurer, reports a balance of 
$1,421.71 to date. Some of this revenue was 
obtained from selling 76 more copies of the 1976 
Grantham Town History. Our membership is cur- 
rently at 31 dues-paying members. 

My personal thanks to all those loyal members 
who return each month, and my 
personal thanks to Ella Reney 
for her wonderful support as 
my Vice President. The officers 
and members would like to 
thank the Selectmen and April 
Whittaker for their continued 
support in our “historic” efforts.

A request for permission to plant 
shrubs at the Memorial Cemetery was 
considered and it was agreed that shrubs * 
could be planted near the upper corners of the 
circular roadway. The Cemetery regulations state 
that no shrubs are allowed. That regulation was 
interpreted to mean on individual lots. 

The Trustees authorized the expenditure of 
funds for the purchase of a Troy-Bilt Commercial 
Lawn Mower with Grass Catcher and a new Weed 
Trimmer to replace the old equipment. They have 
also recommended adding at least $1,000 to the 
Capital Reserve Fund for replacing the riding 
mower. We are fortunate to have a custodian who 
can keep equipment in good repair. He hopes to 
keep the Riding Mower going for a couple more 
years. 

The Cemetery Budget for 1996 includes antici- 
pated funds needed for Sexton’s Fees, general 
maintenance, and an amount for repairing of grave- 
stones at Dunbar Hill Cemeteries. The Trustees are 
also planning to have gravestones on Perpetual 
Care lots cleaned in 1996. 

The Trustees extend sincere appreciation to all 
those who help care for our cemeteries in honor and 
memory of their loved ones.

A? Executive Councilor for District One, it is a 
privilege for me to communicate with the citi- 
zens of this town and area. District One includes 98 
towns and four cities. 

The five member Executive Council is at the top 
of your Executive Branch of Government. The New 
Hampshire House and Senate make laws and pass 
into law a budget. It is then the constitutional and 
lawful duty of the Governor and Council to carry 
out those laws and budget. 

The entire Judicial Branch of judges are all nom- 
inated by the Governor and confirmed 
by the Council. The Governor and 
Council also nominate and confirm 
267 Commissioners and Directors to 
terms of office in the various state 
executive branch departments. 

The Governor and the Executive 
Council also are required by law to 
nominate and confirm dozens of cit- 
izens to various volunteer boards 
and commissions. If anyone is inter- 
ested in serving, they should for- 
ward their resumé directly to 
Governor Merrill or my office at the 
State House. A list of these boards 
and commissions may be obtained 
by calling my State House Office at 
271-3632. 

The year ahead will prove challeng- 
ing in the area of town, county and state adminis- 
tration of the recently passed House Bill 32 which 
re-allocates, re-organizes most of the Health & 
Human Services Department of New Hampshire 
State Government. It is extremely important that 
local and county officials stay in close touch with 
their State Senators and State Representatives. 

I have asked Health & Human Services 
Commissioner Terry Morton to appoint at least 15 
to 20 people from each county to act as advisers to 
this office as commission. If any of you are interest- 
ed in serving, please call his office on Hazen Drive, 
Concord, NH 03301, expressing your interest.

Economic Development Matching Grant Program 
and $270,000 waiting to be matched in the Joint 
Tourist Promotional Program.

Some $9 million is waiting at the Office of State

Grant Program (271-2155). A town, county, region- 
al economic development council or other regional 
group is eligible to apply. 

The Governor’s Advisory Commission on 
Intermodal Transportation has submitted our rec- 
ommendation to the Governor on various projects 
submitted to us by towns and regional planning 
commissions. It is now up to the 

Governor to submit his recommen- 
dations to the House and Senate by 
February 15, 1996, and then it is up 
to those two bodies of the state gov- 
ernment as to the final disposition of 
the plan. 

I don’t look for much in the way 
of new highways, bridges, and 
transportation projects due mainly 
to lack of money. Hopefully, we’ll be 
able to keep in good repair the trans- 
portation system we’ ve got. 

It is amazing the advice and tech- 
nical assistance available in State 
Government to citizens, businesses 
and local municipalities. The Office

he 1995 House session was expected to be con- 
tentious, and it was, with the debate on the 

State’s perennial fiscal crisis taking center stage. 

I again sat on the House-Senate Committee of 
Conference to reconcile the $5.1 billion budget bill. 
The final solution relies on $32 million in sav- 
ings from reorganization of the 3,000-work- 
er Health & Human Services Department 
and another, not yet received, mysteri- 
ous infusion of $20 million from the 
Federal government. 

A somewhat unique approach by the 
governor to balancing the budget included 
the introduction, late in the session, of the six 
bills which would have given him sole authority to 
reorganize State government without legislative 
oversite. Needless to say, these efforts raised the 
level of debate which included threats of legal 
action, alleged violations of Constitutional separa- 
tion of powers, and remarks about the corner office 
not fit to print. 

Leasing the State’s ski areas was taken up by the 
Legislative Study Committee in 95 and will again 
be seen in the news in the late spring of 1996. 

Competitive sale of electricity, or “retail wheel- 
ing”, made its maiden voyage through another 
study committee. Public Utilities Commission 
orders for a pilot project, together with forthcoming

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legislative mandates, could result in reduced elec- 
tric rates in the next several years. 

Education seemed to be the big loser in the’95 
session. Federal Goals 2000 money was turned 
down by the State Board of Education in spite of a 
House resolution urging the governor to accept it. 

The $5 million for statewide kindergarten; and 
the cost effective School Improvement 
Program fell out of the budget during 
final negotiations on the FY 96-97 spend- 
ing plan. All of these issues will be 
debated again in the ’96 session. 
The 1996 session is shaping up to be 
similar to the session of two years ago. 
Again, it looks as if there will not be a sup- 
plemental budget bill — a decision by the governor 
and the legislative leaders that sells well politically 
in an election year, but does not produce sound fis- 
cal management. This is especially true this year 
since probable budget decisions in Washington will 
have a profound affect on our state and our Towns 
as the Federal government downshifts the cost of 
social programs. 

I will be working on several bills this session, 
including forester licensing; governance of Sunapee 
water and sewer systems; funding the School 
Improvement Program; and hunting and tax bills 
involving the Blue Mountain Forest Association. 

County government continues to operate 
smoothly thanks to good management by our 
County Commissioners. In 1996, we will see major 
capital improvements to the county jail and to the 
Alzheimer’s unit at the county home, without an 
increase in county taxes.

e 1995 session of the New Hampshire General 
Court was once again colored by the necessary 
statewide budget reductions and program elimina- 
tions in order to manage an expected $60-100 mil- 
lion deficit. 

Our dependence upon Federal Medicare monies 
and their subsequent reduction was not 
matched by large enough revenue increas- 
es on the state level to avoid this budget 
predicament. Every piece of legislation 
was scrutinized to determine what, if 
any, cost it bore for the State prior to 
even looking at its effect on policy. 
Accordingly, much needed legislation was 
many times passed over because of its finan- 
cial impact, rather than being judged on its content. 

My new assignment as chair of the Municipal & 
County Government Committee placed me in a 
position to witness firsthand the impact on much 
local legislation of State budget shortfalls. Our com- 
mittee was besieged with. requests for 
property tax abatements, exemptions, and 


approaches will be necessary on an ongoing basis. 

Rep. Schotanus (Sullivan District 3) and I have 
filled legislation prepared by the Sunapee select- 
men as a result of last year’s Town Meeting relative 
to governance of the Water & Sewer Commission. 
Hopefully, this March, we should have an idea of its 

fate. Also of local interest, the Governor has 
signed into law the Official Ballot Initiative 
for use by local school districts and 
municipalities. This legislation was craft- 
ed over several years and provides for 
the mechanism by which Town Meeting 
and School Board Meeting votes may be 
made by official ballot. It will be interesting 
to witness the results. 

On the County level the delegation, in good 
working relationship with the Commissioners has 
strived to hold down the level of spending. Once 
again Medicare money returned to the County was 
utilized as an integral part of this effort.

Ihave filed legislation which would prevent this 
down-shifting of responsibilities to the Towns and 
Cities, if it becomes apparent that in fact this is 
occurring. Faced with stagnant revenues and 
increasing pressure on the State’s available 
resources, many creative initiatives are being 
explored from privatization of certain State agen- 
cies, to an expansion of State-sanctioned gambling. 

It is certain that without a major economic 
upturn, a broadening of the tax base, or a reduction 
in the expectations of government, that creative

on budget shortfalls and necessary spend- 
ing cuts. 

One major issue that will come up before us is 
the possible break-up of the electric monopoly. Free 
access to electric transmission lines could provide 
New Hampshire with cheaper electricity, necessary 
for economic growth. This winter’s early snowfall 
and abundant tourist traffic will provide its own 
economic boost. (Unfortunately, no one will believe 
the Legislature has control over the weather pat- 
terns.) As I complete my 10th year in the New 
Hampshire Legislature, I look forward to your com- 
ments and advice.

Wee the Energizer Bunny “keeps on going”, 

the Grantham enrollment “keeps on grow- 

ing”! Total enrollment increased by 25 students 

over 1994-1995 and an additional 10 to 20 students 

are expected in 1996-1997. It appears this trend will 

continue for a number of years as smaller high 

school classes are replaced by larger elementary 
classes. 

As the secondary school population increases, 
tuition payments will grow as well. Like last year, 
the School Board is estimating the tuition budget to 
accommodate 10 additional pupils. This year, all of 
the “extra” tuitions were used by new students. 

It is clear Grantham is a growing community 
and, at the current rate of growth, the enrollment 
could reach 300 by the year 2000. Hopefully, prop- 
erty values will keep pace and the impact on taxes 
will not be dramatic. 

The budget for 1996-1997 shows an increase of

$187,470 or 10% higher than 1995-1996. Of this 
increase, $116,052 or 6.2% is caused by higher 
tuition costs. In fact, the tuition increase is 62% of 
the $187,470. During 1995-1996, it became necessary 
to provide additional services for students with 
special needs. A half time teacher was converted to 
full time to provide necessary instruction. The 1996- 
1997 budget includes funding for an additional spe- 
cial education aide and more services for students 
who need speech and occupational therapy. 

Also, funding for special assessments has been 
raised to accommodate demands for more student 
assessment and specialized consulting. The special 
education increase is $39,637, which is 21% of the 
total increase. 

Insurance services represent another 13% of the 
proposed increase. The budget includes a 10% esti- 
mated increase for health insurance and a 15% pro- 
jected rate increase for dental insurance. Changes in 
personnel and expansion of eligibility have also 
added to the number of 
policies being provided. 
Employees will pay a 
higher percentage of the 
cost of these benefits in 
1996-1997. 

The school board has 
been working with the 
Town Administrator to 
plan for repair and 
replacement of the roofs. 
The budget includes 
$10,000 for repairs next 
summer and a special 
article is also included on 
this year’s Annual Town 
Meeting Warrant to cre- 
ate an expendable trust 
fund and to set aside an 
amount toward replace- 
ment of the roofs in the 
future. If the fund is 
approved, the School 
Board is requesting an 
additional appropriation

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of $14,000 to prepare financially for future roof 
replacement. 

Other maintenance items included in the budget 
are: staining the building, carpet cleaning and 
replacement, and installing an alarm system in case 
of boiler failure. Also included is a small increase in 
the part time custodian’s hours. 

After an increase of less than 1% this year, the 
SAU #32 budget decreased by 3.9% for 1996-1997, 
resulting in a small decrease in Grantham’s share. 
The decrease was the result of the SAU Board’s 
elimination of the Facilities Director position. 

The Grantham School District will pay the Town 
of Grantham $2,500 in 1996-1997 to provide build- 
ing maintenance services. This cost is included in 
the 1996-1997 budget under the “Building Services” 
section, as “Contracted Management Services.” 

The Debt Service line of the budget for the new 
building addition is lower by $7,700 in 1996-1997. 
The first principal payment on the bonds was made 
in 1995-1996. This reduction reflects payment of 
interest on the lower principal balance. 

On the revenue and tax side of the budget, there 
was a surplus of $40,869 at the end of the 1994-1995 
year. The surplus was primarily due to lower than 
expected health and liability insurance rates, 
deferred building expenses, and less than anticipat- 
ed expenditures on fuel and utilities. A deficit 
appropriation of $10,000 was also approved last 
year but was unused and returned. The 1995-1996 
surplus is currently estimated at $28,338. 

Grantham remains ineligible for Federal Title 1 
funds as not enough students meet the poverty 
guidelines.

To fund the proposed budget requires an 
increase in the local tax assessment of $165,864 or 
9%. The Grantham School Board has worked hard 
to provide a budget recommendation which is sen- 
sitive to any increase in taxes yet provides the nec- 
essary funding to promote a strong educational 
program for the students. I urge your support of the 
Board’s proposal. 

The School Board is requesting voters to 
approve a resolution (Article II) which would estab- 
lish a study committee to examine whether or not 
Grantham should withdraw from School 
Administrative Unit #32. A bill has been introduced 
at the State Legislature to allow school districts to 
more easily withdraw from SAUs. The committee 
to be formed under Article II would follow the pro- 
visions of that bill in anticipation of its enactment. 

Following the study, if the committee believes 
that withdrawal from SAU #32 is to Grantham’s 
advantage, a formal vote on the question would be 
held at the annual meeting in March 1997. 
Currently, the bill reads that a 3/5 majority vote is 
required to withdraw from a SAU. While this bill 
appears to have broad support, it has not yet been 
enacted. 

The School Board also anticipates establishing a 
committee soon to study whether or not Grantham 
should consider withdrawal from the Approved 
Regional Enrollment Area (AREA) agreement with 
Lebanon and Plainfield. The School Board invites 
interested Grantham citizens to volunteer to work 
on this project by contacting any School Board 
member.

Hampshire administered the second statewide 
third grade assessment in language arts and math- 
ematics. These assessments are based on the State’s 
curriculum “frameworks” which define what stu- 
dents should know and be able to do. 

The tests are different from typical standardized 
tests in that they require students to provide narra- 
tive responses and to solve math problems by 
“showing their work”, thus demonstrating their 
thinking processes. They also use the more tradi- 
tional multiple choice type questions. 

The assessments tests are very challenging. The 
results of the assessment testing are used to help

he IDEA Entitlement and Preschool Funds 
are based on the actual number of special 

needs students in the districts. 

Based on an estimated grant of $300 per spe- 
cial needs student in Fiscal Year ’96, it is expect- 
ed that SAU #32 will qualify for a total grant of 
$105,900 in FY 97. It is anticipated that $9,000 of 
these funds will be targeted for Grantham. 
These funds must be used to supplement our 
local expenditures. They cannot be used to 
reduce an amount spent by local funds in a 
prior fiscal year. 

During the current fiscal year, these funds 
were used to pay for such services as student 
evaluations and related support services. Some 
of the funds are used to help us actively seek 
out, locate and evaluate children who may be 
eligible for special education services. 

Federal law requires that we do this. The 
specific manner in which we propose to spend 
these funds is outlined in a grant application 
which will be submitted in June of 1996. 

Delivery of the services proposed is contin- 
gent upon the approval of the application and 
the actual receipt of funds. 


students build on their individual strengths and 
improve their weaknesses, and to assist schools 
with the analysis of their program results. 

The Grantham School Board adopted the State 
Frameworks as the basis for curriculum work at the 
Grantham Village School. The Grantham staff is 
committed to the process of school improvement 
and is working to examine the school curriculum 
and to align it with the standards set by these 
Curriculum Frameworks. Over time, we expect to 
increase the number of students scoring in the pro- 
ficient and advanced categories on the assessment. 

Specific results for the Grantham Village School 
are shown on the prior page. In addition to these 
comparisons, teachers receive detailed item analy- 
sis reports which show how individual students 
and other various sub-groups performed. Parents 
received a letter from the Commissioner of 
Education describing the results for their child. 
Parents are encouraged to talk with their child’s 
teacher about specific implications. 

The State Assessment will be expanded to 
grades 6 and 10 this year. Students in these grades 
will be tested in Science and Social Studies as well 
as Language Arts and Mathematics. 

This method of assessing what students know 
and are able to do is. one important part of a com- 
prehensive set of assessments for each student and 
the school. While tests will be administered at three 
grade levels only, it must be recognized that what is 
being tested is the cumulative effect of what has 
been learned. 

_ Consequently, every part of the system must 
work together and be focused on the results for the 
students over their entire school careers, not just at 
the grades tested. 

I wish to thank the staff and administration of 
the Grantham Village School for their efforts on 
behalf of their students: They are competent and 
dedicated professionals who make the school an 
exciting place for learning. Creative energy and 
positive attitudes are always evident in the school. 
The Grantham School is dedicated to constant 
improvement.

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| ae areas of “impact and promise” emerged as 
priorities for the Grantham community follow- 
ing discussions held October 20 and 21, 1995. 

¢ Volunteering; 

eFunding and development of a Town Green and 
needed sports fields; 

eEstablishing, or rekindling, community-wide 
Home Day and Harvest Festival traditions; and 
eSupporting a Town Building and Improvement 
Capital Reserve Program. 

The event was coordinated with participation 
by “The Upper Valley 2001 & Beyond”, a League of 
Women Voters Project by which area communities 
gather interested members together for open and 
animated discussion about individual community 
profiles and goals. 

Through this wider process of examining how a 
community is defined by its residents, it is antici- 
pated, the opportunity for positive action toward 
meeting needs and goals can become a diverse 
effort, rather than the idea and limited energy of a 
few. 

So 2001 & Beyond became for Grantham. 

The complete report of that weekend can be 
-found at the Town Office, while supplies last. 
Friday, October 20, a working pot luck dinner was 
attended by 120 interested people “to listen to other 
people’s ideas, talk about their own, discuss 
strengths and weaknesses, likes and dislikes, areas 
of concern and directions of change.” 

Ten components of a profile were introduced 
and small groups formed to discuss each area:

the Community;

eWorking Landscape: Village, Farm, & Forest;

¢Local Business, Local Wealth: Re-circulating Money 
within the Community. 

The ten groups zeroed in on the strengths and 
weaknesses of Grantham for each group’s topic, 
discussed future goals, and listed five key issues to 
address. 

Saturday’s session was a full day of reports, 
refinements, and voting toward common goals, 
which then became focus group topics. Thus, the 
four subject areas found definition, committees 
were formed to build on these goals, and to take 
action toward their achievement. 

The Volunteering Steering Committee will be 
exploring database options, as well as information 
sharing, recruitment, placement, and recognition. 

Research of land and funding availability will be 
the focus of the Town Green/Open Sports Fields/ 
and Capital Reserve Fund Group. 

Home Day plans are forming. Warren Kimball 
and Jutta Cords are looking for ideas and support 
in reviving this lapsed Grantham summer event.

The Capital Improvement Reserve Program will 
involve long-range planning for Grantham facilities 
in all departments and services. 

The Steering Committee concluded with 
encouraging words: “Greater integration of 
Eastman into town life was a persistent motif.
